Folk said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter in Jefferson City Tuesday that 
he will not call a special Session of the 
J.egislature to repeal the metropolitan 
police law of St. Louis, unless the peo- 
ple of St. Louis, at a charter amend- 
ment election, first make provision in 
the city charter for the Municinal As- 
sembly to enact a municipal police law.

“IT am familiar with the charter pro- 
visions of St. Louis concerning local po-

Cites Possible Consequences. 


“The Legislature could, of course, 
without any charter amendment, repeal 
the State police law, and then, under 
the present charter provision, the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly could ordain a munici- 
pal police law. 

“But suppose the State law is re- 
pealed and then the Municipal Assem- 
bly should fail to adopt the municipal 
police system, St. Louis would then be 
without any police system at all. 

“Or, suppose the Municipal Assembly 
should enact ordinances for a municipal 
system unsatisfactory to the people of 
St. Louis or that the Mayor cou!d not 
sign. The alternative would be. pre- 
sented of either signing an unsatisfac- 
tory measure or leaving the city unpo- 
liced. 

“The idea of repealing the State po- 
lice law and trusting to the future as 
to the Municipal Assembly enacting a@ 
satisfactory local ordinance giving St. 
Louis a municipal police, would hardly 
appeal to conservative ottinane.

1»- 
stead of providing for a municipal po- 
lice system they decided gy a it, and 
seem to have preferred for the State to 
exercise the police power there 

“In article 3, section 26, subsection 
of the charter of St. Louis is found the 
following: ‘No system of police shall be 
established or maintained other than th». 
present metropolitan system as long as 
the same is established by law.’ 

“prior to 1861 St. Louis had a municipal 
police system, but at the time of the 
adoption of the charter the law of 186] 
provided for a State police under the 
control of commissioners appointed by 
thg Governor. This was the system that 
the peonie of St. Louis, by their charter, 
declared should not be changed.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 30.—<After 
more. than two months’ work Warden 
Hall of the Penitentiary believes he 
has discovered the means by which 
convicts Vaughan, Ryan and Raymond 
obtained money for the purchase of 
dynamite and weapons used in their 
recent outbreak in which two guards 
were killed. 

Warden Hall now believes the mon- 
Cy was sent to *square men.” or out- 
Side men, einployed in factories, and 
was by them turned over to the con- 
Victs. As a result of his investiga- 
tions the Warden has directed that a 
certain foreman in a shoe spONery 
Shall not again be permitted to ente 
the Penitentiary walle. 

With the assistance of Postoffice in- 
Spectors, Mr. Hull learned that this 
man received a money order for $15 
Sent by a woman friend in St. Louis. 

He learned that this money was 
turned over to a convict. Investiga- 
tion showed that a few days before 
this money came another convict had 
drawn $10 from money he had on de- 
posit in the Wardén’s office and had 
Sent it to the st. Louis woman, 
Convicts are permitted to have only 
»0 cents a month from money they 
have on deposit, for their own use, 
but are permitted to send to relatives 
Such of their money as they see fit. 
‘or this: reason no objection was 
raised to the drawing of the $10. 


Admitted Giving Out Money. 


The Warden questioned the shoe fore- 
man regarding the transaction, and the 
latter denied participation in it, but 
finally admitted that he permitted the 
money to be sent to him, and that he 
gave it to the convicts.

The Warden is now making a close z 
vestigation of other funds which may 
have found their way to Ryan. Vaughan 
or Raymond, and expects to be able to 
show within a few days that other sums 
reached them. 

Penitentiary officers have known for 
years that convicts were using opium, 
but were never able to ascertain where 
they secured the drug or money to buy 
it. They have suspected that it was 
smuggled in by ‘‘Square men’ and sold 
to convicts while at work. 

With the disclosures already made, the 
Warden will make a close investigation 
and is satisfied that other deals of a 
similar nature will be brought to light. 

The Warden presented the matter to 
Assistant Prosecuting Attorney . Slate, 
but no section of the statute can be 
found under which the foreman can be 

rosecuted. The law prohibits outsiders 
rom taking whisky, drugs or Weapons 
into the prison, but says nothing about 
money.

Live the King.” 





AMERICA’S CONDOLENCES 





Root Orders Minister to Com- 
municate Sorrow of the 
United States. 





COPENHAGEN, Denmark, Jan. 30.— 
I'rederick VIII was proclaimed King of 
Denmark at noon today in Amalienborg 
square, in front of the palace. 

The ceremony lasted only a few min- 
utes. The Premier, M. Christiansen, ap- 
peared on the balcony of the palace 
and announced to the 50,000 persons as- 
sembled below the death of King Chris- 
tian IX and the accession of his eldest 
son. The Premier then called for 
cheers for King Frederick VIII. 

The new ruler of Denmark joined the 
Premier on the balcony, and in a short 
speech declared that he would rule, in 
accordance with the example set him by 
his father, and trusted that the same 
accord between the King and the na- 
tion would continue as heretofore. His 
Majesty concluded with calling for 
cheers for the fatherland. 

King Frederick received a warm- 
hearted greeting from the assembled 
crowd, whose cheers mingled enthusi- 


asticallvy with the national anthem. 
Rellsx Toll, Flags Droop. 

Since 9 o'clock this morning all the 
church bells have been toiling, minute 
guns have been booming from the forts, 
flags everywhere have been displayed at 
halfmast and business practically has 
been at a standstill, the -sorrowing in- 
habitants of Copenhagen gathering in 
the streets and discussing the virtues of 
their beloved King Christian and the 
probabilities of the future. 

Prior to the proclamation of. his acces- 
sion, King Frederick held a council of 
state, at which the ministers tendered 
their resignations and were requested to 
retain their posts. | 
ruler, surrounded by the princes, re- 
ceived at Chistiarn the Seventh’s palace, 
the Cabinet ministes, pesidents of the 
rigsdag, the chief civil and military of- 
ficials and the ceurt dignitaries. 

Then came the important ceremony of 
the day. Promptly at noon the Premier 
stepped out on the balcony of the palace 
and thrice shouted to the assembled 
throng. 

‘King Christian IX is dead; long live 
His Majesty, King Frederick VIII.” 
Sonorous hurrahs broke from 
crowd in front of the palace and 
echoed down the streets opening 
Amalienborg Square, the flags on the 
public buildings were run up to the 
mastheads and a royal salute was thun- 

dered from the city’s forts. 

The King shortly afterward drove 
across the square to his own palace, 
greeted by hearty cheers. 

The court has been ordered to go into 
mourning for 30 weeks and the Minister 
of Justice has notified all the theaters 
and other places of entertainment that 
they must remain closed: this week as 
well as the day before and the day 
after the funeral.

King Frederick early in the afternoon 
announced his accession to the throne 
in a proclamation as follows: 

“We, Frederick VIII, King of Den- 
mark, by the grace of God, etc., do 
hereby announce and make known that 
our dearly beloved father, King Chris- 
tlan IX, was yesterday gathered to his 
fathers by a sudden but calm and peace- 
ful death. We have thereupon, in ac- 
cordance with the law, ascended the 
throne. While thus assuming this high 
and responsible position for which the 
Almighty has chosen us, it is our de- 
termination to maintain unswervingiy 
the Constitution of our country and to 
preserve the rights and privileges of our 
whole people. If the peoplethemselves 
will have the same confidence in thefr 
King which we have in our people, then 
will God grant His grace and blessing 
to all of us.”’

Short Circuit of Wires Caused 
Shock and Set Fire to 
Building. 





ONE MAN OVERCOME 





Partition Blown Out, Restau- 
rant Damaged and Employe 
Cut by Flying Glass. 


An explosion in the office of Dr. Na- 
than Lentz at 1521 South Broadway at 
9:30 a. m. Tuesday set the building on 
fire, knocked down a partition between 
the office and a restaurant, endangered 
the lives of several of the occupants of 
the upper floor of the building and 
slightly cut one man with flying glaSs. 

The restaurant is owned by John 


Mandes. It and the physician’s office 
are both on the ground floor. John Mer- 
tens, an employe of the restaurant pro- 
prietor, was cut on the left wrist by 
flying glass Dr. Meyer dressed his 
wound, which was not serious. 

The partition between the two rooms 
was shattered and some glassware in 
the restaurant was broken. Mr. Mandes 
places his damage at $200. 


Short Clireuit the Cause. 


The explosion was probably due to the 


short-circuiting of several telephone and 
electric light wires. Mrs. Mandes says 
that the shock came from behind a desk 
where the wires were strung and that it 
was immediately followed by a flash of 
fire, No one Was in the physician's 
rooms at the time. The rooms and fur- 
nishings were badly burned and dam- 
aged by water, the entire logs amount- 
ing probably to . a8 valuable books 
and instruments were damaged. 

Mrs. Huebner, who lives in rooms on 
the second floor, says that the explosion 
shook the building and that when she 
looked out of the window tmmediately 
alterwards she saw flames leaping from 
the windows of the physician’s office. 

The explosion and fire attracted a 
large crowd. William Petry of 1514 South 
Seventh street went upstairs to see if 
he could rescue anyone and was over- 
come by the smoke which filled stair- 
way and halls.

The problem of how to obtain the best 
results with the amount of money availl-

architects and engineers. 

“Very few persons are aware that 
from one hundred and sixty to two hun- 
dred and sixty acres in Forest Park 
have frequently been submerged, and 
that the River des Peres, after a heavy 
storm, rises from 
Under these conditions it is absolutely 
useless to attempt to build lakes or caa- 
cades or to do ornamental planting in 
the valley. . 

‘To improve these conditions, I ‘have 
suggested the building of a concrete 
arch for the River des Peres, in a 
straight line from Lindell averiue to the 
foot of the hill, on which Festival Hall 
stood, and then a tunnel, which could be 
cheaply built on account of the 
stone formation, through the hilly part 
of the park and adjacent lands, to the 
Missouri Pacific Railway, near Tamm 
road, where it would connect again with 
the River des Peres. The length of the 
River des Peres, measured along its 
present bed, is about six miles. 


Mile-Long Lake in Pian. 


“This shortening would prove a great 
benefit, because it would allow the 
waterline of the sewer to be lowered 
sufficiently to drain the lowest portion 
of the vark. The main valley of the 
river is about one-third of a mile west 
of King’s highway, and, by creating a 
dam along the valley on the south side 
of the park, a lake would be obtained 
about six hundred feet in width and a 
mile in length, which would be a mag- 
nificent place for skating, regattas and 
aquatic sports of all kinds. 

“The Post-Dispatch Lake might be re- 
produced, ornamented with fountains, to 
supply the lake constantly with fresh 
water, and the overflow would be dis- 
charged into the lower large lake by a 
series of cascades and rivulets. 

“These improvements would be im- 
mediately available by reason of their 
location in the most shady fart of the 
park, and the question of the pollution 
of the water by sewage would be for- 
ever at rest.” .

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POLICE HOME RULE. 

Mayor Wells has promptly accepted Gov. Folk’s 
pledge to co-operate in obtaining police home. rule 
for St. Louis and is trying to solve the legal problem 
of how to proceed. Gov. Folk suggested a charter 
amendment providing for a municipal police system 
to be followed by the repeal of the State law estab- 
lishing the present metropolitan system, controlled 
by the Governor, But the Mayor is inclined to be- 
lieve that the present charter gives the Municipal 
Assembly power to create a municipal police when- 
ever the State Legislature repeals the present State 
) The legal. question can easily be determined 
by legal authorities, but the vital question for the 
people is that concerning the wisdom of applying 
the principle of home rule to St. Louis. 

There can be no question among Americans of 
the soundness of the principle. Local self-govern- 
ment is the foundation stone of our pélitical institu- 
tions. The only objection urged against the appli- 
cation of the principle to the police in large cities 
is the corruption in city politics which, in some in- 








stances, has made the police system the instrument 


of corrupt bosses. But the same objection may be 
urged against State control of the police. Certainly 


_St. Louis has had bitter experience on that score. 


We have seen the St. Louis police made the tools of 
a State machine and of a city machine formed to 
accomplish corrupt ends in both the city and the 
State governments. We have seen the police, under 
gubernatorial control, made the tool of gambling 
rings and open violators. of the laws. 

The argument that the State is the law-making 
power and that the Governor, as the chief executive, 
should control the law-enforcing machinery, has some. 


pith to it, yet the State has in the city, as in the 


country, the power of enforcing the decrees of the 
courts through the Sheriff’s office. 

To argue that the people of the city Bre incapable 
of controlling their police to good effect, on account 
of the corruption of city politics is to assault the 
principle of self-government. No one has a greater 
interest in the enforcement of the laws in the city 
than the people of the city, and if they, with full re- 
sponsibility: for maintaining law and order, do not 
see that they are maintained, they are the sufferers. 
Mayor Wells wisely remarked to the Post-Dispatch 
that giving St. Louis control of the police “will mean 


added responsibility to-the citizens and I believe it 
‘would tend to greatly stir civic activity.” 


The 
greater the responsibility the stronger the reason 
for the active and intelligent exercise of the duties 
of citizenship.

And the astonishing thing 
is that in such passages Dickens is 
never less than at his best. A good 
example of this is Ruth Pinch’s beef- 
steak pudding. A whole chapter is giv- 
en to it, and there is no more delight- 
ful episode in the book.

Young alumni and undergraduates of 
the universities would employ them- 
selves to much greater advantage if in- 


stead of wrangling over some so-called 
foutball reform which they feel will les- 
sen the effectiveness of their particular 
teams, they set about to find some 
means of saving some part of football 
for next year. 


These impetuous and unthinking 
boys should remember that faculties 
Of all the great universities of Amer- 
ica, with the exception of Yale, 
Princeton, Pennsylvania and Cornell, 
in fact, with the real exception of 
Yale, have resolved to abandon foot- 
ball if the reformed game does not 
come up to their ideas of what it 
should be. Alumni and undergradu- 
ates may protest, but it will be found 
that the faculties and governors of 
the universities will have the final say 
in the matter, 

“It is not a question of “Can we get 
the best of it in next year’s football?” 
It is a question of “Will athere be any 
football at all next year? 

Undergraduates and alumni should 
remember that the nine great colleges 
of the Middle West and of California 
have resolved to abandon the game if 
the Rutes Committee does not reform 
it to suit their ideas. 

Do not forget ‘that it is the entire 
fabric of football that is endangered, 
not the small advantages this rule or 
that may confer on one college or 
take away from the other. It is not 
the job of this magnetic and popular 
professional coach that is in menace, 
but the very life of the game itself. 
For the faculties, the supreme power 
in the case, have said so. 

These youths have failed to grasp the 
real significance of the situation. The 
faculties are weary of contradicting the 
uccusation that boys go to college to 
get a letter on their sweaters rather 
than a diploma. They are ashamed of 
having great institutions. of learning 
brought to the level of professional 
baseball clubs, and students ranked in 
the same category as prizefighters. 

The faculties have made up their 
minds to reduce football—if they allow 
it to exist—to the condition of baseball, 
which is a fine, sensible, useful and hon- 
orable game, but in which the public 
is not insanely interested. They want 
football returned to its original status, 
that of a game and recreation. They 
will not permit it to remain a spasm, 
a mere barbaric spectacle. 

The retention of this or that coach, 
who is a good fellow, and who was, in 
his peculiar way, successful, fs not the 
real «question. Nor is the _ point 


of whether the i@yard gain will 


favor Kansas at the expense of
